Club to hold cystic 
fibrosis fund raiser

Four-year-old Krista Malone 
already knows a lot about pain and 
hospitals. She suffers trom cystic 
fibrosis (CF), a genetic disease that 
takes the life of one of every 1,200 
children 

The Upland Police Wives will hold 
a holiday bazaar 10 a.m.-5 p.m. Fri- 
day and Saturday to raise funds tor 
research and control of this disease 

The bazaar, including handmade 
items, Christmas decorations, bak- 
ed good goods and “Granny's At- 
tic.’ will be held at the Grady and 
Western Warehouse parking lot. 305 
N. Central Ave., Upland 

Krista, who is the daughter of 
Upland Police Detective 
Malone. lives a normal life when she 
is well, according to her mother 
Sue 

Like other preschoolers Krista 
goes to nursery school and enjoys 
active play. She is also learning to 
read ; 

But unlike other preschoolers 
Krista’s life expectancy 1s less than 
22 years. Mrs. Malone said CF 
affects the body's method of handl!- 
ing mucous so that mucous plugs are 
produced which clog the lungs caus- 
ing pneumonia and chronic 
bronchitis 

Mucous also plugs the pancreatic 
ducts interfering with food digestion 
so_CF children are often un- 
derweight although they have 
“tremendous appetites,” according 
to Mrs. Malone

After finding shelter and 
hospitality in the poor home shared 
by Amahl and his widowed mother, 
the Magi tell the woman and her son 
they are seeking a new-born child. 

When Amahl decides to give his 
crutch, his most important 
possession, to the baby, a miracle 
happens and he discovers he can 
walk without limping. 

Joyce Shannon will direct the 
musical by Gian-Cario Menotti, with 
staging and costuming by Ralph 
Strane and choreography by Mary 
Gonzales. 

Thirteen-year-old William 
Y oungblood of Fontana will perform 
the leading role of Amahl. 

Six members of the Chaffey 
College Concert Ensemble and the 
Concert Choir form the rest of the 
cast. All but one are music majors. 

Soprano Jackie Harper of Ontario 
will perform as Amahl’s mother. 
The three Magi include tenor Jack

Davis who is a drama major, has 
had major parts in the Chaffey 
College productions of 
‘Rosencrantz and Guildenstern Are 
Dead,’’ and ‘‘Godspell.’’

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Cystic Fibrosis is caused by a 
recessive gene carried by an es- 
timated 10,000 adults. She said most 
people do ndt know they have the 
gene because there is no test to 
determine carriers 

CF children are diagnosed 
through a sweat test since their 
sweat contains six times the normal 
amount of salt, according to Mrs 
Malone. Other signs are chronic 
respiratory problems and coughing 
and lack of weight gain accom- 
panied by a good appetite 

She said CF is a very expensive 
diséase. Krista follows a special diet 
and takes 27 pills a day to aid diges- 
tion and build up her body's 
defenses 

The parents learn physical 
therapy techniques to help their 
children cope with the mucous- 
caused congestion. CF children also 
are encouraged to take part in 
vigorous sports such as swimming 
trampoline and horseback riding 
which loosen the mucous plugs 


Mrs. Malone said few cystic 
fibrosis sufferers live to adulthood 
Most succumb as teenagers to 
respiratory problems or heart 
failure 


Present research is aimed at dis- 
covering a test to determine which 
adults carry the gene that causes 
CF. Research is also being done to 
find ways of controlling the disease 
so CF children can lead normal 
lives 


International Cable serves 112 
subscribers in north Upland as well 
as 500 subscribers in San Antonio 
Heights.

3 tablespoons soft butter 
or margarine 

1 cup powdered sugar 

1 tablespoon half-and-half 
or evaporated milk 

', teaspoon vanilla 

Melt 1 oz. of the chocolate 
and ‘4 cup butter over hot 
water, cool slightly. In a 
medium bowl, beat egg 
until frothy. Stir in 
chocolate mixture and 
granulated sugar. Add flour 
and almonds and mix well. 
Spoon into a well-buttered 
8-inch square baking pan 
and bake at 350 degrees 20 
minutes. Cool thoroughly. 

In a small bowl, blend 2 
tablespoons butter with the 
powdered sugar, half-and- 
half and vanilla. Spread 
over the baked layer and 
chill 10 minutes. 

Meanwhile, melt the 
remaining chocolate and 
butter over hot water. Pour 
over top, tilting pan to 
spread evenly.

The City Council of the City of Upland does ordain as follows 

SECTION 1. Section 7240.1, Part 4, Chapter 2, Article VII of the Upland 
Municipal Code is hereby amended to read as follows 

Section 7240.1. DEFINITIONS

(| PARKWAY — An area between the improved vehicular roadway

® BACK-UP PARKWAY — The area between the improved vehicular 
oadway portion of a public street and the rear property line of the abutting 
sroperty which does not have access between the abutting property and the 
wblic street 

03 SIDE-ON PARKWAY — The area between the improved vehicular 
oadway portion of a public street and the side property line of the abutting 

erty 

4 PLANTING STRIP (aka PARKING STRIP) — The term shall include 
ind apply to areas 

1 Where a sidewalk exists, it is that area between the roadway 
urbing and the street edge of the existing sidewalk; or 

2 Where no sidewalk exists, it is that area between the curbing of 
he edge of the paved roadway and the property line of the abutting 
yrope rty 

6 SIDEWALK The path or pavement outside of the vehicular 
vadway established for the use of pedestrian traffic 

SECTION 2. Section 7240.2 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
imended to read as follows 

Section 7240.2 CITY CONTROLS ON PARKWAYS AND PLANTING 

TRIPS 

It is hereby declared to be in the public interest that the City Council of 
he City of Upland control and prescribe standards for the paving and 
janting, removal of planting, and the maintenance of the planting and 
jlacement of any object in or upon any planting strip or parkway in the City 
{ Upland 

SEK TION 3. Section 7240.11 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
umended to read as follows 

Section 7240.11. MAINTENANCE OF PARKWAY AREAS 

{t shall be the responsibility of the City of Upland to maintain, trim and 
epair trees in the public right-of-way, with the exception of providing 
vater to such trees, and it shall be the responsibility of the property owner 
© provide necessary water to maintain the growth and beauty of such 
Trees 

In addition to the other requirements of the property owner as prescribed 
n this Code. it shall be the responsibility of each property owner to 
naintain that portion of all parkways, including side-on and back-up 
jarkways, abutting his property whether he has direct access to the same 
not. The said maintenance of the parkway shall include, but shall not be 
imited to, the cultivation, irrigation, fertilizing and pruning, in a good 
vorkmanlike manner, of all plantings, other than trees in said parkway 
neluding lawns, shrubs, vines and any other ground cover The 
naintenance shall further include keeping said property free of the 
xistence of weeds and wild grasses such as those commonly known as 
oxtails, tumbleweeds, devil thorns, hoarhounds, gourd vines and other 
vild grasses and weeds, dead or abandoned trees and any combustible 
naterial 

SECTION 4. Section 7240.13 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
imended to read as follows 

Section 7240.13. NUISANCE CONDITIONS IN PARKWAYS 

‘The following conditions in that portion of the parkways which are to be 
naintained by the abutting land owner are declared to be nuisances and are 
ubject to abatement procedures as set forth in Chapter 4 of Article V by 
issessments on the land owner's property abutting the parkway if he tails 
o abate the nuisance. The conditions so dedared to be public nuisances are 

, follows 

01 — The existence of weeds and wild grasses such as those commonly 
nown as foxtails, tumbleweeds, devil thorns, hoarhounds, gourd vines, and 
‘ther wild grasses and weeds, dead or abandoned trees, and any 
ombustible material in or upon any sidewalk or parkway. 

(2 Any substantial lack of maintenance on that portion of the 
vurkway to be maintained by the abutting owner in pursuance to this part 
vhich is viewabie by the public from the public right-of-way, or viewable 
rom the sight of neighboring property, where such condition would have a 
ondency to depreciate the aesthetic and property values of the surrounding 
yroper tes 

03 Grass, weeds, shrubs, bushes or other vegetation which so 
verhangs any sidewalk or street in such a manner as to block vision at 
ntersections or impair free and full use of the sidewalk or street by the 
sub lic 

Ihe enumeration of the above-mentioned nuisances are not intended to 
xelude the designation of other conditions as public nuisances in the 
wrk ways 

\ll violations of this section shall be punishable under the penalty 
rovisions of Section 1200.0f this Code 

SECTION 5. Section 7240.14 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
imended to read as follows 
Section 7240.14. ABATEMENT OF NUISANCE 

in the event that it is determined that any person is in violation ot this 
vart. the City Manager shall cause a written notice to be sent to the 
(butting owner in the same manner and upon the same conditions and 
erms as set forth in Chapter 4 of Article V of this Code and all procedures 
or the abatement of the nuisance to and including the assessment of the 
ost of the abatement on the land of the abutting owner shall be taken and 
‘ad in the same manner and during the same times as set forth in Chapter 4 
| Article V providing for the procedures for the abatements of nuisances 
fenerally 

SECTION 6. Section 7240.15 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
leleted : 

SECTION 7. Chapter 4, Article V of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
imended to read as follows 

CHAPTER 4. PUBLIC NUISANCES 

Section 5400 — Acts Constituting Nuisance 

\nything which is injurious to health, or is indecent or offensive to the 
enses, or an obstruction to the free use of property, so as to interfere with 
he comfortable enjoyment of life or property or unlawfully obstructs the 
ree passage or use, in the customary manner of any public park, street 
illeyway, highway, or other public easement is a nulsance. 

Section 5400.1 — Maintenance of Property Nuisances 

It is a public nuisance for any person owning, leasing, occupying oO! 
javing charge of any premises in this city to maintain such premises in 
uch manner that any of the following conditions is found to exist thereon 

(a) Land, the topography, geology or configuration of which, whether 
n natural state or as a result of grading operations, excavation or fill, 
auses erosion, subsidence or surface water drainage problems ot such 
nagnitude as to be injurious or potentially injurious to the public health, 
watety and welfare, or to adjacent properties; 

(b) Buildings which are abandoned, partially destroyed or permitted to 
emain unreasonably in a state of partial construction, 

«c) The failure to close, by such means as are acceptable to the City 
Manager, all doorways, windows and other openings into vacant 
tructures 

(d) Unpainted buildings causing dry rot, warping and lack of weather 
yrotection , 

(e) Broken windows constituting hazardous conditions and inviting 
respassers and malicious mischief, or constituing a harbor for vagrants, 
riminal or immoral persons, or as to enable persons to resort thereto tor 
the purpose of committing unlawful or immoral acts, 

({) Overgrown vegetation 

(1) Likely to harbor rats, vermin and other nuisances, or 

(2) Having a tendency to depreciate the aesthetic and property 
values of surrounding property , 

g) Dead, decayed, diseased or hazardous trees, weeds and other 
vegetation 

(1) Dangerous to public safety and welfare, or 

(2) Having a tendency to depreciate the aesthetic and property 
values of surrounding property, 

‘h) The accumulation and storage, for unreasonable periods of time. of 
ibandoned, wrecked, dismantled or inoperative automobiles, trailers, 
campers. boats and other mobile equipment, in yard areas; 

(1) Attractive nuisances dangerous to children in the form ot 

(1) Abandoned and broken equipment, 

(2) Unprotected and/or hazardous pools, ponds and excavations, or 

(3) Neglected machinery , 

;) Broken or discarded furniture and household equipment on the 
premises for unreasonable periods and visible from the street or from the 
sight of neighboring properties and having a tendency to depreciate the 
yesthetic and property values of surrounding property: 

(k) Packing boxes, lumber, trash, dirt and other debris either inside or 
vutside buildings and visible from public streets or from the sight ot 
neighboring properties for unreasonable periods, and having a tendency to 
depreciate the aesthetic and property values of surroudning property 

(1) The accumulation of dirt, litter or debris in vestibules, doorways or 
the adjoining sidewalks of commercial or industrial buildings, 

(m) The maintenance of signs and/or sign structures relating to uses 
no longer conducted or products no longer sold on vacant commercial, 
industrial or institutional buildings more than forty-five days after such 
building becomes vacant, 

(n) The maintenance of any structure in a state of substantial 
deterioration, such as peeling paint on a facade. broken windows, roofs in 
disrepair, damaged porches or broken steps or other such deterioration or 
disrepair not otherwise constituting a violation and which is viewable trom 
a public right-of-way or viewable from the sight of neighboring properties, 
where such condition would have a tendency to depreciate the aesthetic and 
property values of surrounding property. 

(v) The substantial lack of maintenance of landscaped areas including 
the lack of cultivation, irrigation, fertilizing, trimming of trees, and lawns, 
shrubs, vines and any other ground cover and the lack of maintenance of 
non-landscaped areas, where the areas to be maintained are viewable by 
the public from a public right-of-way or viewable from the sight of 
neighboring properties and where such condition would have a tendency to 
depreciate the aesthetic and property values of surrounding properties. 

(p) Maintenance of premises in such condition as to be detrimental to 
the public health, safety or general welfare or in such manner as to 
constitute a public nuisance as defined by Civil Code Section 3480. 

(q) Property maintained (in relation to others) so as to establish a 
prevalence of depreciated values, impaired investments and social and 
economic maladjustments to such an extent that the capacity to pay taxes 
is reduced arid tax receipts from such particular area are inadequate for 
the cost of public services rendered therein 

Section 5400.4 — Abatement by Repair, Rehabilitation, Demolition or 
Removal 

Ail or any part of premises found, as provided herein, to constitute a 
public nuisance shall be abated by rehabilitation, demolition or repair 
pursuant to the procedures set forth in this chapter. The procedures set 
forth herein shall not be exclusive and shall not in any manner limit or 
restrict the city from enforcing other city ordinances or abating public 
nuisances in any other manner provided by law. 

Section 5400.7 — Declaration of Nuisance. 

Whenever the City Manager, or his duly authorized representative, 
determines that any premises within the city may be maintained contrary 
to one or more of the provisions of Section 5400.1, then he shall cause notice 
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PUBLIC NOTICE 


to be given in the manner provided in this chapter for the hoiding ot a public 
hearing to ascertain whether the same does in fact constitute such public 
nuisance. the abatement of which is appropriate under the police power of 
the city 

Section 5400.10 Form of Notice of Hearing 

Notice of the time and place of hearing before the City Manager or his 
duly authorized representative shall be titled ‘‘Notice of Hearing’ and 
shall be substantially in the following form

constitute a lien upon such land until paid

Section 5400.13. Serving Notice. 

(a) The General Services Superintendent, or such other city official as 
may be designated by the City Manager, shall cause to be served upon the 
owner of each of the affected premises a copy of the notice. 

(b) The notice shall be served at least ten days before the time fixed for 
such hearing. Proof of service of such notices shall be made by declaration 
under penalty of perjury filed with the City Clerk. 

Section 5400.16. Form of Proper Service of Notice. 

Service of the notice shall be by personal service upon the owner of the 
affected premises or by depositing a copy of the notice in the U.S. mail 
enclosed in a sealed envelope and with postage thereon fully prepaid. The 
notice shall be registered or certified and addressed to the owner, with 
return receipt requested, and, if there is no known address, then in care of 
the property address. The service is complete at the time of such deposit. 
“Qwner,”’ as used herein, means any person in possession and also the 
person(s) shown as owner(s) on the last equalized property tax assessment 
rolls. The failure of any person to receive such notice shall not affect the 
validity of the proceedings under this chapter. 

Section 5400.19. Hearing by City Manager or Duly Authorized 
Representative 

At the time stated in the notices, the City Manager or his duly authorized 
representative shall hear and consider all relevant evidence, objections or 
protests, and shall receive testimony from owners, witnesses, city 
personnel and interested persons relative to such alleged public nuisance 
and to proposed rehabilitation, repair or demolition of such premises. The 
hearing may be continued from time to time. 

Section 5400.22. Decision of City Manager 

(a) Upon or after the conclusion of the hearing, the City Manager or his 
duly authorized representative shall, based upon such hearing, determine 
whether the premises, or any part thereof, as maintained, constitutes a 
public nuisance as defined herein. If the City Manager or his duly 
authorized representative finds that such public nuisance does exist and 
that there is sufficient cause to rehabilitate, demolish or repair the same, 
the City Manager or his duly authorized representative shall make a 
written order setting forth his findings and ordering the owner or other 
person having charge or control of such premises to abate such nuisance by 
having such premises, buildings or structures rehabilitated, repaired or 
demolished in the manner and by the means specifically set forth in the 
order. Such order shall set forth the times within which such work shall be 
commenced and completed by the owner. 

(b) Within ten days from the date of the mailing of the order, the owner 
or person occupying of controlling such lot or premises affected may 
appeal to the City Council. Such appeal shall be in writing and shall be filed 
with the City Clerk. At a meeting of the City Council not more than thirty 
days thereafter, it shall proceed to hear and pass upon the appeal. The 
decision of the City Council thereupon shall be final and conclusive 

Section 5400.25. Limitation of Filing Judicial Action 

Any owner or other interested person having any objections or feeling 
aggrieved at any proceeding taken on appeal by the City Council in ordering 
the abatement of any public nuisance under the provisions of this chapter 
must bring an action to contest such decision within thirty days after the 
date of such decision of the City Council. Otherwise, ali objections to such 
decision shall be deemed waived. 

Section 5400.28. Service of Order to Abate 

A copy of the Order of the City Manager or his duly authorized 
representative ordering the abatement of the nuisance shall be served upon 
the owners of the property in accordance with the provisions of Sections 
5400.13 and 5400.16, and shall contain a detailed list of needed corrections 
and abatement methods. Any property owner shall have the right to have 
any such premises rehabilitated or to have such building or structures 
demolished or repaired in accordance with the order and at his own 
expense, provided the same is done prior to the expiration of the abatement 
period set forth in the order. Upon such abatement in full by the owner. 
then proceedings under this chapter shall terminate 

If such nuisance is not completely abated by the owner as directed within 
the designated abatement period, then the City Manager. or such other city 
official as may be designated by him, is authorized and directed to cause 
the same to be abated by city forces or private contract, and the City 
Manager (or his designated agents) is expressly authorized to enter upon 
the premises for such purpose. Upon request of the designated official, 
other city departments shall cooperate fully and shall render all reasonable 
assistance in abating any such nuisance 

Section 5400.31. Record of Cost for Abatement 

(a) The City Manager, or such other city official as may be designated by 
him, shall keep an account of the cost (including incidental expenses) of 
abating such nuisance on each separate lot or parcel of land where the work 
is done and shall render an itemized report in writing to the City Council 
showing the cost of abatement and the rehabilitating, demolishing or 
repairing of the premises, buildings or structures, including any salvage 
value relating thereto, provided that before the report is submitted to the 
City Council, a copy of the same shall be served in accordance with the 
provisions of Sections 5400.13 and 5400.16, together with a notice of the time 
when the report shall be heard by the City Council for confirmation. 

(b) The City Council shall set the matter for hearing to determine the 
correctness or reasonableness, or both, of such costs 

‘c) Proot of the service shall be made by declaration under penalty of 
perjury filed with the City Clerk 

(d) “Incidental expenses” includes, but is not limited to, the actual 
expenses and costs of the City in the preparation of notices, specifications 
and contracts, and in inspecting the work, and the costs of printing and 
mailing required under this chapter 

Section 5400.34. Report — Hearing and Proceedings 

At the time and place fixed tor receiving and considering the report. the 
City Council shall hear and pass upon the report of such costs of abatement, 
together with any objections or protests. Thereupon, the City Council may 
make such revision, correction or modification in the report as it may 
deem just, after which, by motion, the report, as submitted or as revised, 
corrected or modified, shall be confirmed. The decision of the City Council 
on all protests and objections which may be made shall be final and 
conclusive 

Section 5400.37. Assessment of Costs Against Property - Lien 

The total cost for abating such nuisance, as so confirmed by the City 
Council. shall constitute a special assessment against the respective lot or 
parcel of land to which it relates and, upon recordation in the office of the 
county recorder of a notice of lien, as so made and confirmed, shail 
copstitute a lien on the property for the amount of such assessment 

(a) After such confirmation and recordation, a certified copy of such 
decision shall be sent to the tax division of the county auditor-controller’s 
office, whereupon it shall be the duty of the auditor-controller to add the 
amounts of the respective assessments to the next regular tax bills levied 
against the respective lots and parcels of land for municipal purposes, and 
thereafter the amounts shall be collected at the same time and in the same 
manner as ordinary municipal taxes are collected, and shall be subject to 
the same penalties and the same procedure under foreclosure and sale in 
case of delinquency as provided for ordinary municipal taxes; or 

(b) After such recordation, such lien may be foreclosed by judicial or 
other sale in the manner and means provided by law 

(c) Such notice of lien for recordation shall be in form substantially as 
follows

Section 5400.40. Alternative Remedies 
Nothing in this chapter shall be deemed to prevent the city from 
commencing civil or criminal proceedings to abate a public nuisance under 
applicable Civil or Penal Code provisions as an altemative to the 
proceedings set forth in this chapter. 
Section 5400.43. Violations 
(a) The owner or other person having charge or control of any such 
buildings or premises who maintains any public nuisance defined in this 
chapter, or who violates an order of abatement made pursuant to Section 
5400.22. is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
(b) Any occupant or lessee in possession of any such building or structure 
who fails to vacate the building or structure in accordance with an order 
given as provided in this chapter is guilty of a misdemeanor.

(c) Any person who removes any notice or order posted as required in 
this chapter, for the purpose of interfering with the enforcement of the 
provisions of this chapter, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(d) No person shall obstruct, impede or interfere with any representative 
of the City Council or with any representative of a city department or with 
any person who owns or holds any estate or interest in a building which has 
been ordered to be vacated, repaired, rehabilitated or demolished and 
removed, or with any person to whom any such building has been lawfully 
sold pursuant to the provisions of this Code whenever any such 
representative of the City Council, representative of the city, purchaser or 
person having any interest or estate in such building is engaged in vacating. 
repairing. rehabilitating or demolishing and removing any such building 
pursuant to the provisions of this chapter, or in performing any necessary 
act preliminary to or incidental to such work as authorized or directed 
pursuant to this chapter

Human lice are back 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Health Tips is a column of 
the California Medical 
Education and Research 
Foundation, prepared and 
edited by physician 
members of the California 
Medical Association. It is 
reprinted by this newspaper 
as a public service. 

The human louse, which 
seemed to have almost 
disappeared from the scene 
since the days when it 
plagued trench soldiers 
during World War II, is 
staging a comeback. 

It is estimated that there 
has been about a 500 per 
cent increase in infestation 
by lice in the past three 
years. A number of factors 
might account for this — 
the prevalence of long hair 
and beards, an increase in 
promiscuous sexual 
contacts, some relaxation 
in standards of personal 
hygiene, and the crowded 
conditions that often 
accompany communal 
living. 

Lice are parasites that 
spend their entire lives on 
the body of their host. They 
suck blood for food and stay 
close to the body for 
warmth. If they are once 
detached from the body and 

are unfed for 10 days, they 
will die. 

Three types of lice infest 
human beings: the head

louse, the crab louse and the 
body louse. All are hatched 
from eggs (nits) which are 
attached by a sticky 
substance to the hair or to 
the fibers of clothing. You 
can get lice from intimate 
contact with anyone who is 
infested with them or from 
contact with the personal 
possessions of an infested 
person. 

Head lice are most often 
found in the hair behind the 
ears and on the back of the 
neck and are most common 
among persons with long 
hair. They cause an almost 
intolerable itching. You can 
catch them from wearing a 
hat that has been worn by 
an invested person or by 
using his comb, brush or 
towel. 

Crab lice are most 
commonly found in the 
genital region and are 
generally spread by sexual 
contact, although it is 
possible to pick them up 
from toilet seats and 
bedding. This type of louse 
is sometimes found on the 


eyebrows, beard, 
moustache and in the 
armpits. Crab lice, too, 
cause itching and, in 
addition, leave 
characteristic blue spots on 
the skin they have bitten. 

Body lice are less 
common and are the only 
type of this parasite which 
can be a disease carrier — 
of typhus, for example. The 
nits usually attach 
themselves to the fibers 
within the seams of 
clothing, and the itchy bite 
marks of the louse are often 
found where clothing comes 
in contact with the body — 
for example, in the armpits 
and on the waistline. 

Fortunately, you can rid 
yourself of lice more 
effectively than victims 
could a couple of 
generations ago because 
there are now a number of 
reliable products available, 
some requiring a doctor’s 
prescription and others 
available at your drugstore 
without prescription. 

Here are some pointers: 


—Regular showering and 
bathing will not necessarily 
get rid of lice. 

—You must get rid of all 
the nits as well as the lice; 
most medication will 
accomplish both. 

—Check with your doctor. 
The insecticide indicated 
for your condition may be 
one ~equiring a 
prescription. 

—Whatever preparation 
you use, follow directions 
carefully. 

—Treat your body or hair 
with liquid preparations; 
clothing and hats with a 
louse powder or aerosol 
spray. 

—Wash your bedding in 
hot water, using a special 
insecticide in the water. 

—Remove the dead nits 
from your hair by washing 
in a solution of half-water, 
half-vinegar and them 
combing with a very fine 
tooth comb. 

Although lice are rarely a 
serious health problem, 
they are certainly a 
troublesome one.
